Warrants Served On Defendants Monday Nif ht— First Action of 
Like Nature Ever Before Breckenridre Courts. 



The soloon- keepers of Cloverport have been summoned to appear before thi 
Ciicuit Court, now in session at Hardinsburg, to answer to indictments charging 
them with selling whisky in local option territory. 

Twenty-two charges have been filed in the Circuit Court and it is to answer 
these indictments that the proprietors of the saloons in Cloverport have been 
. summoned to Hardinsburg to-day. 

In a recent contest Judge Weed S. Chelf handed down his opinion to the 
effect that the election resulting in giving saloons a license to operate was ille- 
gal. The whisky people have appealed the case to the higher courts. 

Commonwealth's Attorney J. R. Layman is proceeding against the alleged 
Violators of local option under section 1241 of the Kentucky statutes. It is said 
that this is the first case where action of a similar nature has ever come before

COLLISION OCCURS DURING GALE 

The Joy Line Steamer Larchmont Was 
Run Down by Schooner and but a 
Small Proportion of Her Passengers 
Reach the Shore. 

Providence, R. L, Feb. 15.— Samuel 
L. LCombe of Manchester, N. H., one 
of the survivors of the wrecked steam- 
er l.archniont. Is dead from the effects 
of the exposure following the disaster. 
This reduces the number of survivors 
to eighteen. 

Providence, R. I., Feb. 14. — A care- 
ful compilation of figures In thiB city 
early today shows that 138 lives are 
known to have been lost as a result 
of the collision Monday night between 
the Joy Line steamer Larchmont and 
the schooner Marry Knowlton. It Is 
known that there were not less than 
157 persons on board the steamer. Of 
that number only nineteen survived. 
8eventy-<jjie bodies have been recov 
ered. thirty eight of them having been 
Identified. There are still 100 passen 
gers who are either missing or uniden- 
tified. 

Block Island, R. L, Feb. 13.— About 
160 persons went to their deaths in 
Block Island sound as a result of a 
collision between the three-masted 
schooner Harry Knowlton and the 
Joy Line steamer Larchmont, bound 
from Providence to New York. It Is 
estimated that including the crew 
there were nearly 200 persons on 
board the steamer when she sailed 
from Providence. Of these only nine

CONGRESSIONAL SUMMARY 

Friday— A new high record In pri- 
vate pension bills was made by the 
house when 725 bills were passed In 
an hour and a half The naval ap- 
propriation bill, carrying $95,426,006, 
was then taken up. The senate 
passed the Ntdian appropriation bill, 
after which the army appropriation 
bill, carrying a total of $81,500,000, was 
taken up. 

Saturday — The house had under 
consideration the naval appropriation 
bill, while the senate was considering 
the army bill. Without a dissenting 
voice a bill appropriating $12,500 
toward the erection of a monument to 
General William Henry Harrison on 
the Tippecanoe battlefield in Tippe- 
canoe county. Indiana, was passed. 
The appropriation Is contingent upon 
the voting of an equal amount of 
money by the Indiana legislature. 

Monday— mils relating to the gov 
eminent of the District of Columbia 
were considered in the house. The 
senate passed the army appropriation 
bill, carrying $81,800,000. 

Tuesday— The senate occupied the 
day In argument on the bill granting 
the government the right to take an 
appeal on points of law In criminal 
cases. The Dtatrict of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill, carrying $10,724,532, 
was reported. After the passage of a 
number of bills under unanimous con- 
sent the house resolved Itself Into 
committee of the whole to consider 
the naval appropriation bill. 

Wednesday— The senate passed the 
bill giving the government the right 
to appeal to the supreme court for a 
construction of the constitutionality of 
any law involved In a criminal suit. 
The Diatrict of Columbia appropriation 
bill, carrying nearly $11,000,000, was 
passed. The conference report on the 
immigration bill was received and 
read, but action was deferred. The 
senate broke all records by passing 
991 pension bills In one hour and six 
minutes. A message from President 
Roosevelt urging consideration of leg- 
islation affecting the public lands was 
received and read In both houses. 
Headway was made by the house In 
Its consideration of the naval appro- 
priation hill. 

Thursday— The senate had under 
consideration the Immigration bill and 
the agricultural appropriation bill. The 
naval appropriation bill 
entire time of the house.

proposition for separate schools which 
will provide equal facilities for the 
Japanese children. 

Mayor Schmltz and his associates 
had a conference with the president 
late yesterday afternoon and assured 
Mr. Roosevelt that the amendment to 
the immigration bill was entirely sat 
Isfactory to them. Secretary Root par 
tlctpated In the conference and — S> 
a report on his negotiations with the 
Republican leaders In congress ami 
the Japanese ambassador. 

While Mayor Schmltz and the mem 
hers of the school board are still hop- 
ful that Viscount Aokl. the Japan- *- 
ambassador, will agree to separat- 
schools In California, they stand will- 
ing to rescind the order establishing 
the Oriental schools and again admit 
Japanese children to the white 
schools. Mayor Schmltz pointed out 
to Prealdent Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root the advantages that will be 
gained by the Japanese children If the 
Oriental schools are maintained and 
expressed a willingness to give the 
Japanese equal educational facilities 
to those given to the white children 
of San Francisco. If the Japan*-*" 
government will agree to this propo- 
sition, the school board will establish 
a sufficient number of Oriental schools 
to accommodate the Japanese and will 
give the children individual Instruc 
tlon. Mayor Schmltz says that the 
Japanese make faster progress in the 
Oriental schools than they do In the 
white schools, and that In the mixed 
schools the Japanese only retard the 
progress of the white children. 



STANDS ON TREATY RIGHTS 

Prominent Japanese Paper Gives Its 
Views on the Subject. 

Toklo. Feb. 11.— The Jijl in a lead 
ing editorial anent the San Francisco 
incident, expresses disbelief In the 
possibility of the adoption of a new 
treaty mutually restricting labor Ininv 
g ration as a solution of the public 
school controversy. The JIJi declares 
that It Is aware that a large number 
of Japanese are going to San Fra'i 
cisco from Hawaii and that this im 
migration is causing jealousy on the 
part of white labor, but it contends 
that this is due to the Imperfect pro 
visions of the existing law, which 
•light be remedied by an agreement 
on the part of both governments, but 
which Hhould constitute an entirely 
separate snbject of discussion as not 
concerning the present San Francisco 
dispute, In which latter Japan stands 
upon her treaty rights.

FIRST FAIR 

AUG 27, 

Breckenridre Fair Association 
Has Completed All Arrange- 
ments. 

Hardinsburg, Feb. 19.— (Special. )- 
The Directors of the Breckenridge Fsi 
Association met Monday listened to thi 
roport of committees appointed at the 
last meeting, to srrange the grounds, 
errect buildings, procure water, arrange 
premium list, make program, issue 
catalogue, etc. It was decided that the 
first Fair should be held for three days, 
commencing Tuesday, Aug 27th. The 
committees were all urged to commence 
operations as toon as possible, and the 
Secretary was instructed to commence 
advertising at once. There was much 
enthusiasm displayed and the Assc 
tion congratulated itself very much on 
the report of th* Committee on purchase 
of site. 

This committee reported that it 
purchased th* Foreman tract of land, 
consist! ng of about 1 00 acres, for $2000, 



that they had sold about 26 acres with 
the improvements for J1.000. leaving 
about seventy-five acres, about 30 of 
which is in timber, costing the Associa- 
tion $1,000. It is estimated that th* 
timber on the tract is worth more than 
$600, and the buildings will be so lo- 
cated that the Association will be able 
to dispose of 40 to 60 acres more of th* 
land, leaving their Fair site practically 
without cost. The Association is very 
much encouraged by interest at horn* 
and inquiries from a distance.
